from teachers concerning the exam- 
ination in agriculture. Herewith 
find |iSome general information on 
same: 

Bulletins 54-56 will be sent me 
from the Agricultural Department of 
the State University. I gave Bulletin 
54 to several teacher^ last Saturday 
aiid will gl>ie or send ta the rest who 
r^uest same. There will also be 
some sixty questions on these Bulle- 
tins. 

The eramlaattoa. in Agricultnre 
will eoasist of aoasa ten auestioas, or 

in other words will be treated like 

any other subject in the curriculum. 
The questions will be sent pie with 
the May, June and September exam- 
inations, and will be graded b7 the 
County Examining Board. 

When a teacher takes the full ejx- 
ami nation he will be expected to pay 
only the usual $1.00 fee, but, if his 
certificate has not expired and he is 
taking the exaknlnatlon In agricul- 
ture he will be expected to pay a 25c 
fee, this 25c to go to the County 
Board of Kxamlners. When a teacher 
is examined in the one subject, ag- 
riculture* I will enter this grad^ on 
my Record Book, and upon raaveat of 
the teacher, I will write the same on 
said teacher's county certificate. 
Thus the grade in agriculture will 
expire at the same time as the cer- 
tificate. 

Teachers, rural, grade and high, 
teaching outside of cities of the first, 
second, third and fourth class, will 
be expected to take this examination. 

Mr. Kirkpatrlck means to have an 
agricultural class on Saturdays, 
conducted by a jman from the State 
University, and offers all Bourbon 
county teachers and prospective 
taaAeia, tha privilege of the oppor- 
tunity without eoat. so if you are not 
expecting to go to the Normal, you 
had better aTail yooiaslf of thia op- 
poriunity.
